Introduction 


To the student 


This book has been vvritten to help you expand your vocabulary at the advanced level, You already 
knovv thousands of English vvords, but to express yourself fully and in a sophisticated vvay at the 
advanced level, you vvill ideally need betvveen 6,000 and 8,000 vvords, so increasing your vocabulary 
is very important for your general progress in English, as vvell as for any academic, professional or 
vocational needs you may have vvhere English plays an important role. Attthe advanced level, as vvell 
as learning nevv vvords, you vvill need to learn more about the subtle connotations of vvords, aspects 
of register and style and hovv vvords combine into collocations, compounds and fixed phrases. İn 
this book, there are over 3,000 nevv vvords and expressions for you to learn. You vvill find them on the 
left-hand page of each unit. Every nevv vvord or phrase is used in a sentence, or in a conversation, or 
is in a table, or has a picture vvith it, or has some explanation ofvvhat it means. On the right-hand 
page there are exercises and other activities to help you practise using the vvords and to help you 

to remember them. V/here our research shovvs that learners frequently make errors, vve give you 
advice on hovv to avoid the most common ones, as vvell as other useful language tips. The book has 
been vvritten so that you can use it yourself, vvithout a teacher. You can do the units in any order you 
like, but vve have grouped them into themes, so you might vvish to vvork through several units on a 
particular area of vocabulary before moving to a nevv one. 


The Ansvver key at the end of the book is for you to check your ansvvers to the exercises after you 
do them. The key sometimes has more than one ansvver. This is because often there is not iust 
one correct vvay of saying something. VVhere you are asked to talk about yourself, in the Over 

to you activities, vve do not provide ansvvers, since this is your opportunity to vvork completely 
independently and in a very personal vvay, so everyone”s ansvver vvill be very different. 


The Index at the end of the book has all the important vvords and phrases from the left-hand pages. 
The Index also tells you hovv to pronounce vvords. There is a table of phonemic symbols to help you 
understand the pronunciation on page 276. 


You should also have a dictionary vvith you vvhen you use the book. You can use a paper dictionary, 
an electronic one, or you can go to Cambridge Dictionaries Online at http://dictionary.cambridge.org. 
Access to a dictionary is useful because sometimes you may vvant to check the meaning of something 
or find a vvord in your ovvn language to help you remember the English vvord. Sometimes, you vvill 
also need a dictionary for the exercises, vve tell you vvhen this is so. 


To learn a lot of vocabulary, you have to do tvvo things: 

1 Study each unit of the book carefully and do all the exercises. Check your ansvvers in the key. 
Repeat the units after a month, and then again after three months, and see hovv much you have 
learnt and hovv much you have forgotten. Repeating vvork is very important. 


2 Develop vvays of your ovvn to study and learn nevv vvords and phrases vvhich are not in this 
book. For example, every time you see or hear an interesting phrase, vvrite it in a notebook, 
and vvrite vvho said it or vvrote it, and in vvhat situation, as vvell as vvhat it means. Making notes 
of the situations vvords are used in vvill help you to remember them and to use them atthe 
right moment. 


VVe hope you like this book. You can also go to the other books in the series vvhich have more 
specialised titles: English ldioms in Use, English Phrasal Verbs in Use and English Collocations in Use, 
vvhich are available at advanced level, as vvell as Academic Vocabulary in Use. Find out more at the 
Vocabulary in Use vvebsite: vvvvvv.cambridge.org/elt/inuse. 
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To the teacher 


This book can be used in class or as a self-study book. lt is intended to take learners from an 
upper-intermediate level of vocabulary to an advanced level, The vocabulary has been chosen 

for its usefulness in everyday situations, and vve consulted the Cambridge English Corpus, 

a billion-vvord-plus vvritten and spoken corpus of present-day English vvhich includes a huge learner 
corpus, to help us decide on the vvords and phrases to be included and to help us understand the 
typical problems learners encounter at the advanced level, VVe also consulted the English Vocabulary 
Profile to make sure that the vvords in the book are a representative sample of vocabulary that is 
typical of the Common European Framevvork levels C1 and €2. Visit the English Vocabulary Profile at 
VVvvvv,.cambridge.org/elt/inuse. 


At the advanced level, as vvell as leaming a large number of nevv vvords and expressions, learners 
are often directing their efforts tovvards academic, professional or vocational needs, and so vve 
have tried to offer a modern, sophisticated vocabulary that vvill underpin their vvork in other areas. 
The nevv vocabulary (on average 40 items per unit) is presented vvith explanations on the left-hand 
page, and there are exercises and activities on the right-hand page. There is an Ansvver key and an 
Index vvith pronunciation for all the target vocabulary. The key at the end of the book is for students 
to check their ansvvers to the exercises after they do them. The key sometimes has more than one 
ansvver. This is because often there is not İust one correct vvay of saying something. VVhere students 
are asked to talk about themselves, in the Over to you activities, vve do not provide ansvvers, since 
this gives learners the opportunity to vvork completely independently and in a very personal vvay, 
so everyone:s ansvver vvill be very different. 


The book focuses not /ust on single vvords, but on useful phrases and collocations, and the vocabulary 
is illustrated in natural contexts. The book is organised around everyday topics, but also has units 
devoted to basic concepts such as time, modality, manner and varieties and style. Typical errors are 
indicated vvhere appropriate, based on information from the Cambridge Learner Corpus, and the 
most typical meanings and uses are focused on for each key item. 


The right-hand pages offer a variety of different types of activities, some traditional ones such as 
gap-filling, but also more open-ended ones and personalised activities vvhich enable learners to talk 
about their ovvn lives. Although the activities and exercises are designed for self-study, they can be 
easily adapted for pairvvork, groupvvork or vvhole-class activities in the usual vvay. 


Vihen the learners have vvorked through a group ofunits, it is a good idea to repeat some of the vvork 
(for example, the exercises) and to expand on the meaning and use of key vvords and phrases by 
extra discussion in class, and find other examples of the key items in other texts and situations. This 
can be done at intervals of one to three months after first vvorking on a unit. This is important, since 
it is usually the case that a learner needs five to seven exposures to a vvord or phrase before they can 
really begin to knovv it, and no single book can do enough to ensure that vvords are alvvays learnt 
first time. It is especially important at the advanced level to discuss in detail the meanings and uses 
of vvords and phrases and hovv they combine and collocate vvith one another. 


Your students can also consult the more specialised higher level books in this series: the advanced 
levels of English ldioms in Use, English Phrasal Verbs in Use and English Collocations in Use, or they 
may vvish to vvork on academic vocabulary by using Academic Vocabulary in Use, all by the same 
authors as this book. They can also test themselves on the knovvledge they have gained from this 
and the other books in the series by using the separate books of tests that accompany the series.

The main issue is 
vvhether everyone has the same opportunities for educational achievement or vvhether elitism” of 
one sort or another is inherent in” the system.

Food production has become increasingly industrialised and globalised, and so knovving vvhat 
our food contains has become more and more important. Labels do not alvvays help. Adiectives 
such as “vholesome”” “farm fresh” and “homemade” can be rather vague and meaningless, vvhile 
the international numbering system for additives? is often incomprehensible to people.

on. VVith the grovvth in popularity of convenience foods?”, alongside public health concerns over 
bad diet and obesity, simple and unambiguous nutrition labels"” are more important than ever.

(amber) or lovv (green) levels of such things as fat, sugar and salt. Finally, good labelling tells us 
vvhere the food vvas produced and under vvhat conditions, for example fair trade” products.

Buildings 

To build something/someone up can be used metaphorically to mean to praise someone or 
something in a vvay that vvill increase expectations of them: The press has built up the young 
footballer so much that it must be extra pressure on him. 

Note hovv cement is used to fix bricks firmly in place and to make relationships more solid. lt can be 
used in this vvay both as a noun and a verb: Let”s have a drink together to cement our partnership. 
To come up against a brick vvall is used metaphorically, meaning to meet a barrier: VVhen 1 tried to 
find out vvho had opened my letters, Il came up against a brick vvalL 

Ceiling can be used to suggest a limit to something: They put a ceiling on the number of planned 
redundancies. 

The glass ceiling is a phrase used to refer to an invisible barrier that stops people, especially 
vvomen, from rising to top positions at vvork. 

Roof is used in a number of common metaphors: The roof fell in on my vvorld on the day he died. 
İMy vvorld collapsed ...l 

Conversely, the floor can give vvay metaphorically vvhen you faint. 

The informal phrase go through the roof is used about prices, meaning to increase in a rapid, 
uncontrolled fashion. 

Hit the roof means get very angry: My mother vill hit the roof vvhen she sees vvhat vve”ve done. 
VVindouv, both literally and metaphorically, means an opening. 

A vvindovv of opportunity is a chance to do something special: If you see a vvindovr of opportunity, 
then take advantage of it. 

If a quality or idea goes out (of) the vrindovv, it means it departs: Once the boys started going 
around together, common sense vvent out of the vvindovr. 

As a very tall building, tovrer conveys an idea of distance from ordinary people. If someone lives in 
an ivory tovrer, he/she does not knovv about the unpleasant and ordinary things that happen in life: 
Academics are often criticised for living in their ivory tovrers. 

If a person is a tovver of strength, they are extremely strong (in an emotional rather than a physical 
sense): Our friends vvere a tovver of strength vvhen our house burnt dovvn. 

İf a person or thing tovvers above something or someone, they are either outstandingly tall or 
outstanding in some other positive vvay: Lauren tovvers above all her classmates, although she is 
actually one of the youngest students.

Select Committees 


There is a Commons Select Committee for each government department, examining three aspects: spending, 
policiesi and administration. Some Select Committees have a role that crosses departmental boundaries”, 
such as the Environmental Audit” Committee. Other Commons Committees are involved in a range of ongoing 
investigations, such as allegations” about the conduct” of individual MPs. Lords Select Committees do not

Political movements 


A political movement is a group of people vvith the same beliefs vvho vvork together in the attempt to 
achieve something. They often make use of a slogan, a short phrase that catches people”s attention 
and is easy to remember. The aim of a political movement might be the liberation of a minority, 
perhaps, or the integration of one particular social group into the society from vvhich it is, or feels 
itself to be, excluded.

A rag is an informal vvord for a nevvspaper and it suggests that it is not of very high quality. The 
gutter press is a disapproving term used about the kind of nevvspapers and magazines that are 
more interested in crime and sex than serious nevvs. 

dournalists produce copy, vvhich has to be ready for a deadline. Vith printed nevvspapers, vvhen 
everything is ready, the nevvspaper goes to press. 

Previous issues of a paper are knovvn as back copies. These are usually accessible in an online archive. 
A story that is only to be found in one nevvspaper is an exclusive or scoop. All nevvspapers or TV nevvs 
channels hope to run a story that no one else has discovered. A malor story can be said to hit the 
headlines on the day it is published. At that time, the story breaks or becomes public knovvledge.

Red, blue and yellovv are primary colours, by mixing them together you can make other colours. 
Pastel colours are pale shades of colour - pink, mauve Tpale purple) and pale yellovv, for example. 
Strong colours are the opposite of pastels. Harsh colours are colours that are unpleasantly strong. 
Vivid colours are strong, bright colours like scarlet or turquoise. Fluorescent colours are very bright 
colours vvhich seem to glovv in the dark. Electric blues or greens are extremely bright blues or greens. 
if vvhite has a tinge of green, there is a very slight shade of green in it. If something is monochrome, 
it uses only one (or shades of one) colour, e.g. black, vvhite and grey. The suffixes -y and -ish shovv 
that a colour is partly present, e.g. bluey green, reddish brovvn.

Going fast 


These verbs suggest going somevvhere very quickly on foot or in a vehicle: dash, fly, race, tear. 
I dashed into the classroom to pick up my books. She came flying out of her house. l raced/tore to 
the station and İust made it in time for the last train. 


The verbs nip and pop suggest going a short distance quickly, on foot or in a vehicle: 1 nipped/ 
popped into a near by shop to buy a bottle of vvater. 


The verb dart suggests a quick, sudden movement, often by an animal: A dragonfiy darted past. 
I darted behind the door to hide. 


The verbs zip and vvhizz are often used about vehicles going quickly: The bus vvhizzed/zipped past 
me fust as 1 got to the bus stop. 


The verb bolt also suggests fast movement over a short distance but it also has the added 
association of running avvay from something: The thieves bolted vvhen the alarm vvent off. 


The verb career suggests that something is moving rapidly and is out of control: The car skidded and 
careered dov a bank. The company seems to be careering into financial ruin. 


The verbs scamper, scurry, scuttle suggest small rapid steps, often used to describe the vvay a small 
animal runs: As vve vvent into the dark shed, vve savv mice scampering avvay and spiders scurrying 
into corners. Cockroaches scuttled into a crack in the floor. 


These verbs emphasise the fact that speed is increasing: speed up, accelerate. Accelerate is used 
only about transport, vvhereas speed up can also refer to movement on foot. Both verbs can be used 
fizuratively: VVe”d better speed up if vve”re going to get there on time. The grovvth of the company has 
accelerated since it started exporting. 


Going up or douvn fast 


These verbs suggest a dovvnvvard movement, as vvell as speed: plunge, plummet: He putona 
lifelacket and plunged into the icy vvater. Notice that they are mainly used metaphorically: VVhen 
export sales began to decline, our hopes of business success plummeted. After the death of his 
father, he vvas plunged into despair. 


These verbs suggest a fast upvvard movement: rocket, soar. Notice that they are mainly used 
metaphorically and have strong associations vvith financial matters such as prices and share values: 
VVhen our export sales rocketed, our hopes soared. 

The primary association of soar is vvith birds, and vvhen it is used about people”s feelings it 
provides associations of happiness and being carefree: My heart soared vvhen 1 heard that he 

vvas coming home. 


The opposite of soar and rocket in a financial context vvould be slump or tumble. Both suggest a 
rapid dovvnvvard movement: Share prices slumped (or plummetedl) on the stock market yesterday, 
vvith telecommunications companies tumbling most dramatically of all. 


Going slovvily 


These intransitive verbs emphasise that the movement is slov: cravul, creep. They are often used 
metaphorically: Prices have been creeping up since May. It vvas rush hour and the traffic vvas 
cravvling along. 


Totter also suggests a fairly slovv movement, but it is one that is particularly unsteady as vvell: Mina 
tottered dovrn the road, laden vvith parcels and bags. 


Sidle means to vvalk anxiously and nervously: Sam sidled up to the boss”s desk and coughed to 
attract his attention. 


Davıdle means to move more slovvly than is necessary, or to vvaste time: Dor”t davıdle on the 
vvay home.

Promises 


if you promise someone the earth/moon, you promise them a great deal. İt is usually implied that 
such a promise is unrealistic: The afternoon promises to be interestingl fthe speaker expects it vvill be 
interesting — VVe anticipate that the afternoon vill be interestingl To anticipate something is to expect it 
before it happens. 

Promise can also be used to indicate positive future development: The child already shovvs great 
promise as a violinist. She”s a promising artist although her style is still rather immature. 

An oath / to surear is a formal promise. İn court, vvitnesses are put on/under oath vvhen they have 
to svvear to tell the truth. 

Notice hovv svvear is often used in informal spoken English in expressions: 

I could have surorn 1 left my purse on the table. Hvas absolutely certainl 

I think she lives on Rose Street but 1 couldn”t svvear to it. lam not totally surel 

My mother svvears by these vitamin pills. luses them and thinks they are vvonderfull 

Tom often uses svvear vvords / bad language. Itaboo expressions) 

To pledge (a pledge) means to promise something, often friendship or money: Mayor VVilliams has 
pledged millions of dollars to improve the city centre. 

To vovv (a vovv) is to make a determined decision or promise to do something: He vovved to discover 
vvho had killed his father. At a marriage ceremony, the couple exchange vovus. Both vovv and pledge 
are found more in vvritten than spoken English.

Bets 


To bet (a bet) is to risk something, usually money, on the unknovvn result of something, in the hope 
of vvyinning more money: people spend (and lose) a lot of money betting on horse racing or football 
matches, for example. Putting money on the results of a game of some kind is called gambling. 

The amount of money that you risk is your stake. You can stake a sum of money on something 
happening. İf something is at stake, then it is at risk: Many lives vvill be at stake if the flood barrier is 
not built. A more formal vvord for bet is vvager: She put a vvager of £10 on a horse. Both vvords can be 
used in a non-literal sense: I”d vvager that he vvill come to a bad end.

Some languages do not easily accept vvords from other languages into their lexicon/, but 
English has alvvays vvelcomed them. İt is estimated that English vocabulary has its sources” 
in at least 120 languages. Some languages have, of course, provided English vvith more 
vvords than others. English started out vvith a basic Anglo-Saxon? vvord stock". Viking” and 
Norman invaders from the 9th century onvvards enriched” the language enormously vvith 
large numbers of vvords brought from their ovvn languages. The Vikings brought nevv vvords 
of Germanic origin vvhile the Normans spoke a form of French. Both sets of invaders had an 
enormous impact oni English vocabulary, explaining vvhy English may sometimes seem 

to have several vvords for the same basic concept”. During the Renaissance of the 15th to 
the 17th centuries, scholars introduced many vvords of classical origin". And throughout 
history, English speakers”contact vvith the vvorld as explorers, scientists, traders, pirates 

and holiday-makers has had linguistic consequences" in a vvealth of nevv vvords from 
every part of the vvorld that they reached. These vvords taken from other languages are 
sometimes referred to as loanvvords or borrovvings.

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Metaphor: seeing the light 


VVhat are metaphors? 


Metaphor is concerned vvith using vvords in abstract rather than literal vvays. İt is a vvay of expressing 
something by comparing it indirectly vvith something else that has similar characteristics. 

if vve call a city a fungle, for example, vve are using a metaphor. VVe are suggesting that a city is like a 
iungle, in that it is vvild and full of dangers. 

İf vve say that someone lights up our life, vve are using a metaphor. VVe are suggesting that person is 
like a light in our life, in that they make our life brighter and happier. 


Idioms and metaphors 


Many idioms are metaphorical expressions vvhich are in common use. 
be on the ball ibe very avvare of things and ready 
to act - like a good footballerl 

to keep someone/something on a tight rein 
İhave a lot of control over someone/something - 
like a rider having control over a horsel 

Some of the most common idiom-metaphors 
are based on parts of the body. So vve might 
say that a building is in the heart of the city. 
İcentrel VVe can call the place vvhere a river 
İoins the sea its mouth, and the person in 
charge of an organisation its head. If you say 
that someone has an eye for a bargain, you 
mean they are good atfinding a bargain. If you

goes hand in hand vvith something else, you mean that they exist together and are interconnected: 
Rights go hand in hand vvith responsibilities. If you talk about doing something using a rule of 
thumb, you mean you are calculating something in a vvay that is not exact but vvill allovv you to be 
accurate enough. 


— cl Common metaphorical concepts in English 


Many vvords in English are so frequently used in a metaphorical vvay that English speakers may no 

longer notice that they are metaphors. Here are some examples: 

ə Intelligence and understanding are equated vvith light, for example, a clever person is called 
bright and a less intelligent person dim. İf you see the light, you understand something. To cast 
light on something means making it easier to understand: The discovery of the poet”s letters has 
cast light on his troubled relationship vvith his brother. 

ə İntensity of feeling or passion is equated vvith temperature, someone vvho is enthusiastic at one 
time and not at another is said to blour hot and cold. If someone is hotheaded, then they react 
quickly on the basis of their feelings vvithout thinking first. If you call someone cold-hearted, then 
you think they are vvithout feeling. 

“ The movement of people or traffic is equated vvith the movement of vvater, vve can, for example, 
talk of people flooding or trickling out of a hall, or say there vvas a constant stream of traffic past 
the vvindovv. 

ə Time is likened to money, both are seen as commodities that can be spent or vvasted or used 
profitably. You can also talk about investing time, using it in a vvay that you think vvill pay

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Brushing up on phrasal verbs 


Learning phrasal verbs 


There are a great many phrasal verbs in English and many learners find them particularly difficult to 
master. The best vvay to learn them is in context. VVhen you come across Imeetl one, vvrite it dovvn in 
an example sentence. 


There are a couple of important points to remember about phrasal verbs. Firstly, a verb “ 
preposition/particle combination may have more than one meaning. Come across, for example, can 
also mean give an impression of being, as in: He can come across as unfriendly vvhen you first meet 
him. Come over can also be used vvith the same meaning, as in: He can come over as unfriendly. 
Secondiy, it is sensible to concentrate first on understanding phrasal verbs rather than using them. 
There is usually an alternative vvay in vvhich you can say the same thing using a single verb. So, for 
example, instead of put forvvard a plan you can propose a plan, and instead of rush into a decision 
you can make q hasty decision. 


The verb 


A very large number of phrasal verbs are formed using common verbs such as core, do, get or go, for 
instance. Here are some more examples vvith come.

VVe often associate vvords İmake connectionsl1 vvith something that is not 
obvious from the literal meaning of the vvord. The dove, for example, is a vvrhite 
bird that has associations vvith peace. So if a iournalist calls a politician a 
dove, they are suggesting that he or she is a peacemaker. Similarly, they might 
call a more aggressive, hard-line politician a havvk, a bird vvhich hunts its prey. 
Some associations like those of dove and havvk vill be shared by most speakers 
of English and they may even be included in a good dictionary for learners. 
Sometimes associations are not the same for all native speakers of the same 
language, but may vary from one geographical area to another. Black cats, for 
example, have associations vvith good luck in Britain but vvith bad /uck in the 
USA. 

Many associations are purely personal. Someone vvho had a bad experience of 
dogs in childhood may think of a dog as being fierce and frightening, vvhereas 
for others dogs may represent loyalty and friendship. The most commonly 
shared association of the vvord dog in English is “faithfulness”. Hovvever, the 
phrase a dog/”s life is used to refer to a very unhappy and unpleasant life. 


Understanding associations 


dournalists, advertisers and other vvriters or speakers vvho vvant to interest and entertain their 
audience often make use of vvord associations. A fashion advert might ask, for example, “Vould you 
like to have that Paris look?” vvhich dravvs on the associations of Paris vvith glamour and style. Or 
someone might refer to covvboy builders, meaning builders vvho are not careful or trustuvorthy. 


İt might seem difficult at first to understand this kind of language, but your knovvledge both ofthe 
vvorld and of the primary meanings of vvords vvill help you. Paris, for example, is knovvn throughout 
the vvorld as a centre of high fashion and it is quite possible that the name Paris is associated vvith 
glamour in your ovvn language too. If you have seen a Vestern, you vvill have seen hovv covvboys 
often behave in a careless and dishonest vvay. 


Think, for example, about the vvords shark, scar and diamond. You probabiy knov their literal 
meanings - a large sea creature vvith sharp teeth, a mark left on the skin after a cut has healed, and 
a precious stone, respectively - but vhat associations do you think they have for English speakers in 
general? V/hat might someone mean if they said the follovving?

The idea of sharks as sharp-toothed creatures vvith an aggressive reputation should help you to 
understand that the speaker does not like the garage. The fact that a scar is a mark of a vvound on 
something that vvas once unspoilt should help you to appreciate that the speaker does not like the 
nevv office block. The beauty and high value of a diamond as a precİious stone should help you to see 
that the spealker has a high opinion of Emma.

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İn professional contexts and elsevvhere, vve often take care to use gender-neutral language in English. 
David Crystal, in The Cambridge Encyclopediq of the English Language, vvrites: 


Attention has been focused on the replacement of “male” vvords vvith a generic meaning by 
neutral items - chairman, for example, becoming chdir or chairperson (though not vvithout 
controversy) or salesman becoming sales assistant. In certain cases, such as Pob descriptions, 
the use of sexually neutral language has become a legal requirement. There is continuing 


debate betvveen extremists and moderates as to hovv far such revisions should go - vvhether 
they should affect traditional idioms such as man in the street" and Neanderthal Man”, or 

apply to parts of vvords vvhere the male meaning of man is no longer dominant, such as 
manhandle5 and vvomdon. The vocabulary of marital status has also been affected, notably in the 
introduction of Ms as a neutral alternative to Miss or Mrs.

Playing vvith vvords 


Many nevvspaper headlines attract readers” attention by playing on vvords in an entertaining vvay. For 
example, a story about a very heavy rainstorm vvhich caused a landslide on a narrovv mountain road 
vvas headlined Rain of terror. This headline vvas a play on vvords based on the expression reign of 
terror, an expression used about a period in vvhich a country”s ruler controls people in a particularly 
cruel vvay. 

Another example is the use of the headline Moon becomes shooting star to describe a football 
match vvhere a player called dohn Moon shot Iscoredl the vvinning goal. Shooting star is an informal 
expression for a meteor. Here it is used to play on the expression shoot a goal, and also to link to the 
player”s name, Moon (another astronomical body). The headline is particularly effective because of 
the association betvveen star and moon in the sky.
